More than half a million dollars 
in delinquent taxes collected dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year 1935-36 today 
were turned over to city and coun¬ 
ty funds by County Auditor W. T. 
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Mexican orange pickers who 
have been on strike for more than 
a month were returning to their 
jobs today. 

The trek to the orchards began 
after the pickers’ strike commit¬ 
tee Saturday night approved a 
previous offer by growers. Be¬ 
lief that the strike is definitely 
over was expressed today by 
Lucas Lucio, local consular repre¬ 
sentative, who was present at the 
committee meeting Saturday. But 
the army of deputies and guards 
is still on duty. 

His statement was made today 
after meetings in Mexican colonies 
approved the growers' proposition, 
providing for a 20-cent basic hour¬ 
ly wage plus three cents a box, 
with free transportation and pick¬ 
ing equipment. The Mexican 
union, basis of a two-week stale¬ 
mate, was definitely not recog¬ 
nized. 

Back In Two Weeks 

All strikers will be put back to 
work within two weeks. Mexican 
Consul Ricardo Hill said he was 
told by J. A. Prizer, leader of 
the growers. High school stu¬ 
dents and outside Mexican labor¬ 
ers are expected to leave the 
orchards gradually and their 
places to be filled by strikers, who 
will work until end of the picking 
season in November. Stuart 
Strathman, growers’ representa¬ 
tive, said today there are now jobs 
for only' 250 men. 

Final peace was achieved 
through efforts of Former Presi¬ 
dent Adolfo de la Huerta of Mex¬ 
ico and Vice Consul Ernesto 
Romero, assisted by Consul Hill 
and Lucio. 

‘False Alarm' 

Violence appeared at an end to¬ 
day, following a brief flareup in 
Belvedere Gardens Saturday, 
where several workers were 
clubbed by a band of invading 
strikers. 

Although the report was classed 
as a “false alarm" by Sheriff Lo¬ 
gan Jackson in a Los Angeles Sun¬ 
day newspaper, California High¬

Hundreds Wiped Out 

Several hundred members of a 
government force were reported 
“wiped out,’’ not a single man es¬ 
caping, at La Linea, near Gibral¬ 
tar. Sixty rebels were said to have 
been lost. Other battles raged in 
the area, and General Franco’s 
seaplanes were reported shutting 
reinforcements across the straits 
from Spanish Morocco. 

An unconfirmed report reaching 
Madrid said the Alcazar, ancient 
Roman fortress dominating Toledo, 
had fallen to government attack¬ 
ers who used tanks and bombing 
planes. 

Americans Flee 

On a train provided for them, 
the Americans and Britons sped 
from crowded Madrid embassies, 
said dispatches reaching France by 
secret courier, toward Alicante, on 
the southeast coast, where they 
were expected to board a British 
destroyer tonight. 

Their departure from Madrid, 
which the rebels threaten to 
"starve out," coincided with gov¬ 
ernment announcements of fresh 
and successful assaults against 
the Facist insurrectionist but in¬ 
creasingly ominous reports of trou¬ 
ble to the American state depart¬ 
ment. 

Ambassador Claude G. Bowers’ 
aides abandoned the American 
summer embassy at San Sebas¬ 
tian, observing there may be "ter¬ 
rible bloodshed” there. 

Planes Bomb City 

From the piecemeal war front 
throughout Spain trickled reports 
of renewed assaults by loyal left¬ 
ists on rebel-held strongholds. 

Gibraltar heard that government 
planes had bombed San Roque, six 
miles northwest of Gibraltar in 
Cadiz province.

Friends 
said he had sent Viscount 
Rocamara to Pamplona, rebel 
headquarters in the north of 
Spain, to determine, how he 
would be received. 

It also was reported the 
prince had telephoned his fa¬ 
ther. former King Alfonso, in 
Czechoslovakia. Alfonso, how¬ 
ever was said to have asked 
Don Jaime, another son now in 
Italy, to come to Cannes to dis¬ 
suade his brother from going 
to Spain.

VIOLENCE IN 
MILK WAR 


BROOKHAVEN, Miss. it .Pi Na¬ 
tional guardsmen patrolled high¬ 
ways near here today after vio¬ 
lence flared in an attempt to place 
a milk blocade around New Or¬ 
leans. 

Seventeen men were arrested on 
a charge of fracturing the skull 
of Peter Rayburn, 30, of Kent¬ 
wood, La., whose truckload of 600 
gallons of milk was dumped on 
the road. 

Pickets tied a rope around the 
neck of Felix Turnbow, Brook- 
haven, guard on Rayburn’s truck, 
but a posse rescued him unin¬ 
jured. He and Rayburn were 
halted by gunfire and seized when, 
officers said, they tried to pene¬ 
trate the blockade. 

Dr. J. M. Batchelor, superintend¬ 
ent of the New Orleans board of 
health, said inspectors reported 
the situation was becoming acute. 
The milk crisis, he said, will not 
come before tonight or Tuesday 
morning.

PAUL, ti'P) Alvin Karpis 
and Charles Fitzgerald, partici¬ 
pants in the $100,000 William 
Hamm, jr., kidnaping, today were 
sentenced to life terms hy Federal 
Judge M. M. Joyce. Both had 
pleaded guilty earlier 

Before sentence was imposed, 
Karpis, asked by the court whether 
he had anything to say, declared: 

"Jack Peifer is absolutely not 
guilty because I know the circum¬ 
stances. He had nothing to do 
with the kidnaping.” 

Peifer, a St. Paul night club 
operator charged as "fingerman" 
in the case, was convicted of a 
part in the abduction plot by a 
federal court jury Saturday. 

Before imposing sentence, Judge 
Joyce labeled kidnaping as "one of 
the most heinous crimes known to 
law." 

Fitzgerald also asserted Peifer 
never was present at Twin City 
kidnaping gang hideouts, as Byron 
Bolton, confessed kidnap plotter, 
had testified. 

Still awaiting sentence, along 
with Bolton, is Edmund C. Barth- 
olmey, former Bensenville, Ill., 
postmaster whose home, Hamm, 
St. Paul brewing company head, 
identified as the place where he 
was imprisoned four days. The 
abduction occurred June 15, 1933 .'

What’s Next on the Menu? 


ASHEVILLE, N C„ CPI—Sheriff 
L&urence E. Brown's investigation 
of the baffling Helen Clevenger 
slaying became as mysterious to¬ 
day as the circumstances of the 
pretty States Island college girl's 
brutal murder in the battery Park 
hotel here July 16. 

Another mystery was the status 
of Prof. W. L. Clevenger, uncle of 
the slain girl, who was originally 
"detained for investigation" late 
Friday, and then officially "re¬ 
leased’’ Saturday when habeas 
corpus proceedings were started, 
but to the accompaniment of an 
announcement that he chose to 
stay in jail. 

Clevenger, professor of animal 
husbandry at N. C. State College, 
Raleigh, was reported to have left 
the jail yesterday. Sheriff Browr 
however, throughout the day re¬ 
fused to admit that the dairy ex¬ 
pert was outside the prison. 

Meantime, a new clue had been 
laid before the sheriff in a re¬ 
port that a woman guest of the 
hotel had heard a soft-spoken, cul¬ 
tured man's voice from a room 
believed to have been occupied by 
Miss Clevenger, after hearing a 
piercing scream followed by a 
sound as if a water pitcher and 
glasses had been knocked to the 
floor 


In the shadow of the noose, 
Gerald Vance and Fulton Edgar 
DtBord, confessed kidnapers of 
Harold Marshall, Laguna Beach 
taxi driver, heard testimony today 
that they had asked a Santa Ana 
youth to drive their "get-away" 
car. 

Today’s hearing before Superior 
Judge H. G. Ames, was conducted 
partly at St. Joseph's hospital, 
where Marshall lies paralyzed as 
the result of his shooting by one 
of the pair, and partly in the su¬ 
perior court room, and will de¬ 
termine whether they shall be 
hanged, or be sentenced to life in 
prison without possibility of pa¬ 
role. They pleaded guilty last 
week to kidnaping charges. 

Local Boy Refuses 

Harlan Dodd, about 19 years of 
age, of 607 West Eighth street, 
Santa Ana, testified that on June 
15, the night before Marshall was 
kidnaped and shot, Vance and De- 
Board had him called from his 
seat in a local theater and showed 
him their guns. 

On the pretext that his mother 
was ill, Dodd testified. Vance and 
DeBord drew him outside to ask 
him to drive their car, DeBord 
had a .45 caliber automatic and 
Vance a .38 caliber revolver, he 
said, Dodd said he refused to go 
with them and that the pair did 
not specify what they intended to 
do with the guns and auto. 

Planned Holdups 

It was clear, however, that 
Deputy District Attorney James 
L. Davis, prosecuting, will contend 
that Vance and DeBord planned a 
series of holdups or robberies and 
that it was on such a mission they 
were bent when they kidnaped and 
shot Marshall. 

The “Lindbergh” kidnaping law' 
under which the pair pleaded guil¬ 
ty last week provides that if the 
victim is injured, penalty shall be 
death by hanging, or life imprison¬ 
ment without possibility of parole. 
Had the case been brought to trial 
and the defendants convicted, the 
jury would determine which would 
be the penalty. 

Hospital Hearing 

Now it lies with Judge Ames to 
make that determination from the 
testimony heard today. If he de¬ 
cides the pair shall hang, their 
case automatically will be placed 
before the state supreme court for 
review. 

Pale and thin from his long stay 
in bed, Marshall again faced his 
two assailants in a room at St. 
Joseph’s hospital this morning. He 
testified against them at the hos¬ 
pital before, when they were 
bound over for trial in superior 
court. 

Relatives Present 

Marshall looked around the room 
and spoke in a low voice to an¬ 
swer questions by Judge Ames, 
Davis and Defense Attorney John 
Martell. He wiped his mouth 
weakly with a handkerchief. He 
lies completely paralyzed from the 
hips down. His chest wound has 
almost completely healed, but there 
is no feeling in his legs or feet. 

Vance’s mother and father, with 
his younger brother and several 
other relatives, looked on ner¬ 
vously. The defendants stared 
glumiy ahead as Marshall again 
told his story. 

Marshall, worn by the strain of 
his injuries and the tenseness of 
the improvised courtroom, looked 
relieved as attorneys rested, and 
Judge Ames adjourned court there. 


Residents of Santa Ana and vi¬ 
cinity have invested $107,953 in 
United States savings bonds since 
March 1, 1935. 

This was announced today by 
Postmaster Frank Harwood, with 
a report from the United States 
Treasury department that the 
half-billion mark has been passed 
in sales throughout the nation. 

Sales here from March 1. 1936, 
to May 1, 1936, totalled $92,878, 
Harwood said, while from July 1 
to July 24 this year the total 
sales amounted to $6037. 

Purchases for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 show an increase 
of nearly 80 per cent over the 
daily average sales in the nation 
for 1935, Harwood said, adding 
that average daily sales for this 
month are 75 per cent higher than 
in July, 1935. 

The savings bonds may be ob¬ 
tained at all postoffices, and ma¬ 
ture exactly 10 years from the 
date of purchase, for a sum one- 
third more than the purchase 
price, the postmaster explained. 
Bonds may be redeemed at any 
time 60 days after the purchase, 
and never for less than the price 
paid for them, he added. 


R. A. Montgomery Taken 
By Monoxide Gas in 
His Garage 


With motor of his car running 
and a hose connected with the ex¬ 
haust pipe sending deadly carbon 
monoxide fumes into the automo¬ 
bile, Raymon A. Montgomery, 38, 
truckdriver of 714 Lacy street, was 
found dead Saturday evening by 
neighbors. 

A fire department rescue squad 
worked for 40 minutes over his 
nody, but he failed to gain con- 
lciousness. The coroner’s office 
taid he had been in poor health 
’or some time. 

The body was discovered by Ed¬ 
ward and S. J. Heffner, who live 
across the street from the Mont¬ 
gomery residence. They called 
police for the rescue squad, re¬ 
moved Montgomery’s body from 
the car and began artificial respi¬ 
ration. 

Mrs. Leona Fern Montgomery, 
the victim’s wife, said she had 
heard the car drive into the gar¬ 
age 45 minutes before the discov¬ 
ery. He left no note of explana¬ 
tion, according to Police Officers 
C. V. Adams and C. S. Gross, who 
investigated. Coronel Earl Abbey 
said there would be no inquest.

One hundred seventeen strikers 
charged with rioting when guards 
and pickets were mobbed July 6 
will still face those charges if ha¬ 
beas corpus proceedings do not 
free them.

“If a crime was committed,” he 
said, "it was committed and set¬ 
tlement of the strike had no legal 
bearing on that fact. We have 
made no plans to dismiss the case.

Guards on Duty 

Armed deputies and state high¬ 
way patrolmen were still guard¬ 
ing picking crews, on the lookout 
for possible attacks from dis¬ 
gruntled strikers 

Sheriff Logan Jackson was du¬ 
bious about settlement of diffi¬ 
culties between striking pickers 
and growers. 

“Until we get satisfactory proof 
that the strike is over, we will 
not make any change,” he said, 
adding that some pickers wish to 
go back to work, while others are 
still desirous of continuing the 
strike. 

“We have no authentic informa¬ 
tion that the strike is over,” he 
said. “As long as there is a pos¬ 
sibility of violence, we will have to 
be prepared to cope with it." 

Capt. H. C. Meehan, state high¬ 
way patrol leader for the county, 
said today that no order has been 
given for return of officers to their 
districts from the strike area. Ad¬ 
ditional officers were brought in 
from other counties about a month 
ago when picking crews were at¬ 
tacked by strikers. 

No Protests 

Capt. Meehan added that many 
pickers were returning to work 
and that everything was quiet “on 
the surface” for the past week. 

Lucio said there were no pro¬ 
tests yesterday as pickers voted 
approval of the pact. He said 
2500 Mexicans went on strike at 
first, and some left the county 
and others were jailed. He esti¬ 
mated about 1700 would go back 
to work.

Only the slightest doubt re¬ 
mained that the 37-year-old Demo¬ 
crat received more votes than the 
combined total of his four oppon¬ 
ents in Saturday’s first primary. 

When the Texas election bureau 
closed for the day at 6 p. m., yes¬ 
terday, Allred had 403,006, or 28,- 
588 more than all his opponents, 
who trailed as follows: Tom Hun¬ 
ter, 176,819; F. W. Fischer, 109,- 
93.3; Roy Sanderford, 62,065, and 
Pierce Brooks, 25,601. 

In Texas generally the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination is tantamount to 
election. 

Several other races were decided 
in the first primary. Senator 
Morris Sheppard was renominated 
with an overwhelming victory, 
polling 437,666 votes to 90,030 for 
his nearest opponent, Representa¬ 
tive Joe Eagle.

Creation of a beautiful oasis in 
the midst of forbidden desert 
country will move another step 
forward when the Metropolitan 
Water district receives bids Aug. 
27 for the construction of the Hay- 
field pumping plant on the Colo¬ 
rado river aqueduct. 

The new plant will be erected 
approximately 270 miles east of 
Santa Ana on the giant water 
supply system that will deliver 
water to Los Angeles, Santa Ana 
and the other cities in the Metro¬ 
politan Water district. It will be 
located adjacent to Hayfield reser¬ 
voir, intermediate storage basin 
of the huge water carrier. 

Farthest West 

Designed with modernistic arch¬ 
itectural lines and roofed with 
mission tile, the new pumping sta¬ 
tion is to be set off from the bleak 
terrain by landscaping, which, 
coupled with the nearby lake, will 
create an oasis in one of the west's 
most barren desert reaches. 

Most westerly of the aqueduct 
pumping stations, the Hayfield 
plant also is the last of the five to 
be advertised for bids. The other 
four plants—Intake, Gene, Iron 
Mountain and Eagle Mountain— 
are now under construction. 

Nine Pumps 

An idea of -.he size of the plant 
may be gained from the fact that 
from the lowest point in the foun¬ 
dation, the substructure will be 83 
feet in height to the main floor. 
The superstructure will be 46 feet 
in height from the main floor to 
the eave of the roof. 

An important unit of what will 
be the world’s greatest pumping 
project, the Hayfield plant—like 
the other four on the aqueduct— 
ultimately will contain nine giant 
pumps, each capable of handling 
approximately 200 cubic feet of 
water per second. Three of these 
units will be installed initially, 
with other units being added as 
the demand for water increases. 

The Hayfield lift, 444 feet, is 
the highest on the aqueduct which 
involves a total lift of 1616 feet.

Heart Attack Takes L. A 
And Newport Leader 
In Port Channel 


Death, the gr im reaper who six 
years ago snuffed out the life of 
George Rogers, jr., swung his 
scythe in almost the same spot 
yesterday and the boy's father, 
George A. Rogers, "father of New¬ 
port Harbor” died. Rogers was 
stricken by a heart attack at noon 
yesterday as he steamed out. of 
Newport Harbor on his palatial 
yacht Memory. The attack took 
place in the entrance channel at 
almost the identical spot where 
six year s ago a giant comber over¬ 
turned a boat and swept George 
A. Rogers, jr.. to his death. 

Business Leader 

Rogers was one of Southern 
California's business leaders. He 
was a prominent club man and 
held wide business connections. It 
was through his efforts and influ¬ 
ence that government aid was se¬ 
cured for the $2,000,000 federal 
development of Newport Harbor. 
Tribute was paid to him recently 
when a 10-ton rock monument 
bearing a bronze tablet in his 
honor and in memory of his son 
was placed at the port entrance 
by his friends and civic leaders. 

His work on the harbor project 
was done as a memorial for his 
son, close friends said. Rogers 
who had been ill for some time at 
his Newport Beach home left for 
a short ocean cruise on his yacht 
yesterday about noon. In the en¬ 
trance channel he was stricken 
with the heart attack and was 
rushed back to his home. He was 
61 years of age. 

Admitted to Bar 

Born in Plattsburg. N. Y., Rog¬ 
ers was educated in New York 
schools and graduated from Cor¬ 
nell law school in 1897. He was 
admitted to the New York State 
bar but never practiced as an at¬ 
torney. Instead he entered the 
contracting business with his 
father and brother. In 1905 he 
came to California where in 1997 
he formed the George Rogers 
Company and specialized in road 
machinery. In 1908 he entered 
the contracting and construction 
business and built many of the 
paved roads in Los Angeles coun¬ 
ty under the first public highway 
improvement bond issue ever is¬ 
sued in Los Angeles county. 

In 1910 he organized another 
company dealing in rock and 
gravel and served as president of 
the concern until 1922 when he 
purchased the Union Rock com¬ 
pany and became president of that 
firm until 1929 when the firm was 
sold to the Consolidated Rock 
company. He also organized and 
served as president of the District 
Bond company in Los Angeles for 
many years. 

Develops Hartior 

During the past few yeais Rog¬ 
ers has been interested in the de¬ 
velopment of Newport Harbor and 
has spent much of his time here. 
He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Ethel B. Rogers, a son, James B. 
Rogers; a daughter, Mrs. Albert 
A. Binney; two grandchildren and 
two brothers, L. L. Rogers and T. 
C. Rogers, all of Los Angeles 
Most of his immediate family was 
with him when he was stricken 
He was a member of many of 
Southern California's leading clubs 
and was a member of the A1 Mal¬ 
ika temple of the Shrine. 

His body was removed to the 
Dixon mortuary at Costa Mesa, 
where funeral arrangements will 
be announced later.

William Wolfskill Was Pioneer 
Valencia Orange Industry 


Assessor Convicted of 
Misusing Funds Gets 
Case Dismissed 


George Canfield of This 
City Elected to Serve 
As President 


Junior College Students 
Act on Behalf of C. W. 
Collins Tonight 


Since Orange county's chief in- 
I duslry is oranges, and since Wil¬ 
liam Wolfskill is the outstanding 
figure in the commercial develop¬ 
ment of that agricultural indus¬ 
try, we must pause and sing his 
praises. 

Major Horace Bell says of him: 
"In fact he was no hero. A man 
I of indomitable will, industry and 
self-denial: and American pioneer 
hero." 

He planted the first commercial 
orange grove in 1841. (See Ban- 
dini, page 246.) In 1862 there 
I were 25,000 orang;e trees in Cali¬ 
fornia and two-thirds belonged to 
Wolfskill. 

He was with the expedition of 
1831 that came from Santa Fe. 
He and Yount were heads of that 
I expedition. They were trappers. 
The Santa Fe trail was opened by 
them. 

He acquired a grant In the Napa 
valley from the Mexican govern¬ 
ment because of service rendered 


in the battle of Providencia. He 
bought the Santa Anita ranch, 
which he later sold to Lucky Bald¬ 
win. 

He was a great friend of the 
Pleasants. When Judge Pleasants 
first came to California, he worked 
for Wolfskill and later advanced 
to the manageemnt of his affairs. 

It was in Mr. Wolfskin’s private 
schools that many of the neigh¬ 
bor's children were educated. He 
believed in popular public educa¬ 
tion and did much to help educa¬ 
tion. 

It was Wolfskill who sold the 
first grapes in San Francisco in 
1854 (Bell, page 304). No doubt 
the grape sales that followed in¬ 
fluenced the Germans who decid¬ 
ed to come to Anaheim. 

He was a man of trust and abil¬ 
ity, and his life was one of con¬ 
struction and reliability. As a 
soldier, as a trapper, as an agri¬ 
cultural leader and pioneer, Wil¬ 
liam Wolfskill deserves our deep¬ 
est gratitude.

"We do not deserve it,” said Sir 
Edgar Britten, skipper of the liner. 

So the blue ribbon, emblem of 
Atlantic speed, remains with 
France’s Normandie, which in 
June, 1935, averaged 29.64 knots 
for the crossing as compared with 
the Queen Mary's 29.61 knots. 

The reason is that the Nor¬ 
mandie started her best run from 
Southampton and traveled 3192 
nautical miles. The Queen Mary 
was clocked from Cherbourg, 3098 
nautical miles way. 

The English ship made the 
crossing in four days, eight hours, 
37 minutes; the French ship cov¬ 
ered the longer route in four days, 
11 hours. 42 minutes.

High fever and prostration ac¬ 
companying the cutting of teeth 
by babies mean that something is 
wrong, and a physician should be 
consulted. 

Occasionally a child is born 
with one or more teeth, but they 
are soft and chalky and soon drop 
out. 

The first of the permanent teeth 
are the six year molars. They ap¬ 
pear behind the first molars. Later 
the incisors appear, pushing out 
the first set. If the first teeth be¬ 
come decayed before the perma¬ 
nent ones appear, they should be 
filled and saved until the others 
are ready to take their places. 
This is important in preserving 
the shape of the jaw and the gen¬ 
eral contour of the face. 

The character of the teeth will 
give a fair indication of the way 
the plan of feeding is meeting the 
needs of the body. Teeth arc 
made of the material required to 
build the bony structure. If the 
teeth arc inclined to be chalky and 
soft, you can be quite sure that 
the body's frame is not as strong 
ns it should be. Bones require cal¬ 
cium and phosphorus; more than 
that, the body must be able to as¬ 
similate these minerals. If the 
teeth are not firm, hard and well 
placed in their sockets, have the 
- hild under special supervision to 
find what extra nutriments he re¬ 
quires.

Where Is the Evidence? 

T OTS of lather is being whipped up by both sides over 
- Lj the proposed investigation of Sheriff Logan Jackson 
and his strike army. So much, in fact, that it is begin¬ 
ning to look like Jackson will end up as the “fall guy” for 
everything that has gone wrong in the citrus labor dispute. 

Jackson hasn't done anything, in our opinion, to war¬ 
rant an assembly investigation. He has simply tried, as 
best he knows how, to keep law and order, with the result, 
in many cases, that both the strikers and growers are 
down on his neck. 

The current charges are that Jackson allowed strikers’ 
meetings to be broken up by Los Angeles hoodlums armed I 
with tear gas and clubs, and that he refused to give the 
strikers protection at their meetings. But where is the 
evidence to back up these accusations? Such claims, 
without something substantial behind them, are just so 
much hot air. 

It would be just as sensible to demand an assembly 
investigation of the sheriff on the grounds that he allowed 
Los Angeles agitators and toughs to come into Orange 
county and beat the daylight out of strike-breakers, guards 
and ranchers; which they did several times. 

Jackson, no doubt, has committed errors in handling ; 
the strike. He is human, like the rest of us. But nobody ! 
yet has produced any evidence to show that he willingly j 
and knowingly allowed either side to attack the other. 

It is a serious thing to charge a peace officer with 
malfeasance in office. If the accusers of Sheriff Jackson 
have proof, let them produce it. They should put up or 
shut up.
